Fihst— The  plan  of  Salvation, 
contrived  by  the  wisdom  of  Jeho¬ 
vah  Alehim,  fulfilled  in  the  divine 
person  and  work  of  Jesus,  and  ap¬ 
plied  by  the  spirit  of  Jesus.

Ing,  pulling-down  grace;  most 
emgtying,  because  it  says,  •  and 
proves  it  too.  In  me,  that  is,  in 
liiy  flesh,  dwelleth  no  good  tiling  ; 
and  therefore  it  won't  let  a  man  see 
aught  good  in  himself,  baft  pulls 
down  every  high  thought,  and  lays 
JitJow.in  subjection  to  Jesus.  It  is 
.called  the  faith  of  the  son  of  God, 
..becat'se  he  is  the  author  and  the 
finisher  of  it ;  he  gives  it ;  he  gives 
to  livd  by  it  ;  he  gives  the  benefits 
received  by  it ;  he  gives  the  glory 
la’d.upfor  it;  so  that  if  I  live  to! 

•  Goi,  and  in  any  act  have  liviifg  com- 
.  mun’on  with  God,  it  is  by  nothing 

in  myself,  but  wholly  by  the  faith  ol' 
the  son  of  God.  When  I  want  to 

•  do  any  thing  commanded,  (what 
tuey  call  duiietj  I  found, 

Fifthly— A  continual  matter 
for  humiliation.  I  was  forced  to  be 
dependent  for  the  will  and  for  the 
power,  and  having  done  my  best, 

1  could  not  present  it  to  God,  but 
upon  the  goldeii  altar  that  sanctifi- 
eth  the  gifts  ;  not  the  worthiness, 
.not  the  goodness  of  the  gifts,  but 
the  sanctifying  grace  of  the  great 
high-piiest  alone  can  make  them 
holy  and  acceptable.  How  long 
did  this  lay  the  pride  of  good  works  ! 
since,  after  all,  they  were  viler  than 
dung, .  unless  perfumed  with  the 
sw  eet  incense  of  Jesus'  blood  and 
righteousness.  Here  I  learnt  to 
eye  Idm  in  all  my  works  and  du¬ 
ties,  the  alpha  and  omefja  of  them 
—the  life  and  spiiit  of  all  my  pray¬ 
ers,  and  sermons,  and  hearing,  and 
reading,-  and  ordinances  ;  they  are 
all  dead  works,  unless' done  in  and 
py  the  faith  of  the  son  of  God.' I 
Against  th.is  blessed  truth,  of  Which 
I  am  as  certain  as  that  I  am  alive,  1 
find  B}y  nature  kick.-  To  this  hour 
a  legal'heart  will  be  creeping  into 
duties,  to  get  between  me  and  my 
dear  Je»us,  whom  I  go  to  meet  in 
them.  But  he  soon  recovers  me 
from  the  temptation,  makes  me 


loathe  myself  for  it,  and  gets  fresli 
glory  to  his '  sovei-eign  grace  ;  and 
as  all  the  great  and  good  things  ev¬ 
er  done  in  the  world  were  done  by 
faith,  so  all  the  crosses  over  endur- 
cd  with  patience  were  from  the 
same  caude  ;  which  is, 

“  Sixthly— Another  humble 
lesson.  I  find  to  this  moment,  fu 
much  unbelief  and  impatience  in 
myself,  tliat  if  God  was  to  leave  mt 
to  be  tried  witli  any  thing  tliat  cross¬ 
ed  my  will,  if  it  was  but  a  leather, 
it  Would  break  iny  back.  Nothing 
tends  to  keep  me  vile  in  mine  own 
eyes  like  this  fretting  and  murmcr- 
ing,  and  heart'iburning,  when  the 
will  of  God  in  the  least  thwarts  my 
will.  •  I  read,  the  trial  of  your  faith 
worketh  patience,  the  trial  of  mine, 
the  direct  contrary.  Instead  of  pa¬ 
tient  submission,  I  want  to  have 
mine  own  way,  to  take  very  little 
physic,  and  that  very  sweet  ;  so  the 
flesh  lusteth :  But  the  physician 
knows  belter,  he  know  s  when  and 
what  to  prescribe.  May  every  po¬ 
tion  purge  out  this  impatient, 
proud,  uiibeliex  ing  temper,  so  that 
faith  may  render  healthful  to  the 
soul  what  is  painful  to  the  fics!l. 
.\nd  as  no  cross  can  be  endured 
without  the  faith  of  the  son  of  God, 


“  Seventhly, ’and  lastly— There 
is  no  comfortable  view  of  leaving 
the  world,  but  by  the  same  faitln 
These  all,  who  had  obtained  a  good' 
report  in  every  age,  died  in  faith. 
On  their  death  bed  iIm*)-  did  not  look 
Idr  present  peace  and  future  glory, 
but  to  the  lamb  of  God.  Their 
great  works,  their  eminent  services, 
their  various  sufferings,  all  were 
cast  behind  their  backs,  and  they 
died  as  they  lived,  locking  at  no¬ 
thing  but  Jesus.  He  w:^s  their  anti¬ 
dote  against  the  fear  and  i^ainst  the 
power  of  death.  They  feared 
not  the  cold  dcath-swcat ;  Jesus' 
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Woody  sweat  .was  their  dependence, 

«  The  dart  lost  its  force  on  Je¬ 
sus’  side.  The  sting  was  lost' in 
his  corpse;  Death  stung  itself  to 
death  when  it  killed  him.  There 
is  life,  life  in  its  highest  exaltation 
and  glory,  in  not  breathing  the  air 
of  this  world.  This  life,  through 
death,  Jesus  entered  on,  and  we  en¬ 
ter  on  it  now  by  faith  ;  and  when 
our  breath  is  stopped,  we  have  this 
life,  as  he  has  it,  pure,  spiritual, 
and  divine.  Because  he  lives  it, 
ve  shall  live  it  also.  Yes,  my  dear 
friend,  we,  you,  and  I,  after  we 
have  livetl  a  little  longer,  to  empty 
ns  more,  to  bring  us  more  out  of 
ourselves,  that  we  may  be  humbled, 
and  Jesus  exalted  more,  we  shall 
iail  asleep  in  Jesus ;  not  die,  but 
sleep  ;  nut  see,  not  taste  death,  so 
lic  promises  us  ;  but  in  his  d^ar 
arms  sweetly  go  to  rest  in  our  wea¬ 
ry  bodies,  when  our  souls  shall  be 
with  the  Lord.  And  then  we  shall 
be  perfect  in  that  lesson,  which  we 
learn  so  very  alow  in  tiiis.  world  ; 
namely,  that  from  him,  and  of  him’, 
and  to  him,  are  all  things,  to  whom 
be  all  the  glory  for  ever  and  ever,  A- 
men. 

.“These  are  the  things  whkh 
Qod  himself  has  taught  me.  Man 
had  no  hand  at  all  in  it.  No  per¬ 
son  in  the  woidd,  not  1  myself ;  for 
1-  flight  against  them  as  long  as  I 
could  :  So  that  my  present  pos^s- 
sion  of  them,  with  all  the  rich  bles¬ 
sings  which  they  contain,  is  from  my 
Leavenly  Teacher  alone.  And  I 
have  not  learned  them,  as  we  do 
mathematics,  to  keep  them  in 
memory,  and  to  make  use  of  them 
^vhen  1  please  ;  ao,  I  find  in  me  to 
t.'us  moment,  an  opjxisitioa  to  cve- 
ly  gospel-troth,  both  to  tlm  belief 
of  it  in  in  y  head,  andto  thc^orafori. 
of  it  in  my  heart,  lam  still  a  poor 
dependent  creature,  sitting  very 
low  at  th«  feet  of  my  dear  Teacher, 


and  learning  to  admire  that  love  of 
his,  which  brought  me  down,  and 
keeps  me  doi^n  at  his  feet.  There 
be  my  seat,  UII  I  learn  my  lesson 
perfectly :  That  will  soon  be.-— 
There  is  nothing  in  his  presence, 
but  what  is  like  himself.  In-heav¬ 
en  all  is  perfection.  The  saints  are 
as  humble  as  they  are  happy ; 
cioathed  with  glory  and  cloathed 
with  humility,  with  one  heart  and 
one  voice  they  cry,  worthy  is  the 
LAMB.  They  look  not  at,  they 
praise  not  one  another :  but  the 
Lamb  is  glorified  in  his  saints,  and 
will  have. from  them  never  ending 
praise  and  glory,  for  the  glory  which 
is'  sovereign  grace  has  bestowed 
upon  them. 

“  Im  a  measure,  I  now  feel  what 
they  do.  My  heart  is  in  tune,  and  I 
can  join  that  blessed  hymn,  looting 
at  him  as  the  giver  of  grau,  (and 
grace  is  glory  begun,  nota  benie )  as 
they  look  at  him  tne  giver  of  glory. 

I  can  take  th«  crown,  most  gladly, 
from  the  head  of-  aif  my  graces,  as 
they  do  from  the  head  ot  their  glory, 
and  cast  it  down  at  bis  loving  feet.

Aeter  meeting  with  continual 
disappointments,  he  resolved  to 
leave  the  metropolis ;  but  at  the  in¬ 
stant  of  his  departure,  was.detained 
by  the  intervention  of  ^  remarkable 
providence.

The  gentleman,  apologizing 
for  his  abruptness,  informed  him, 
that  having  been  many  years  ago 
acquainted  with  his  father,  and  . 
serving  a  striking  likeness  between 
theox,  he  was  induced  to  make  that 
inquiry.  After  a  little  open  con-. 
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^  :rsation  roncemin  ;  his  family  and 
hiiuicifi  the  jjoat.^man  toul  lain 
thut  '^he  leutare  ,hip  of  thatparUa* 
was  thea  vAoant,  and  promised  to 
use  his  infl  leiiie'on  ais  hena^h  if  he 
Vas  .dispa  ed  to  hesome  a  candi¬ 
date.  M  \  1?  ')main  j  consented,  on 
condition  ta.a  snould  not  be  o- 
to  canvass,  ile  was  snccess- 
f*ji.  Tnuo,*  by  an  cccurieaco,  in 
>vhica  tiie  hand  of  (k>J  '.vas  strilv- 
in2*iV  annarent,  he  was  detained^ 
and  became  the  instrument  of 
kiiiiiiin*^  taat  ft  Ain  j  of  evan.-etical 
trutiidn  the  established  chu reties  of 
London,  w^ich,  we  hope,  will  nov* 
er  be  cxtin^ruLhed. 


About  the  year  1741  or  1745, 
he  was  appointed  morniiv<  preacher 
et  St.  'Ghov^e^Sj  Hanover-S'juaie. 
Plere  his  li^ht  brake  tbrlh  as  the 
momin,,^,  and  i  is  path  resembled 
that  of  the  siin,  which  shineth  more 
and  more  unto  the  perfect  dar.  He 
now  dist^bed  himself  of  the  flowery 
dress  of  the  orator,  artdputontbe 
ainiplicity  that  is  in  Christ.  His 
discources  were  better  adapted  to 
the  wants  of  the  thirsty  soul,  than 
the  'wiiims  of  the  cuiious  hearer. 
The  cohseq.ience  was,,  his  ministry 
W'ds  greatly  attended  by  pcrsoivi  of 
all  descriptions,  and  he  w\is  at  last 
dismissed  under  the  glorious  im¬ 
putation  of  crouding  the  cliu;xh

iNothe  year  1747,  he  publishedj 
by  subsci'iption,  the  drst  and  second 
volumes  ot'  a  new  edition  of  Calub. 
sio’s  Hebrew  Dictionary  and  Con- 
cordancct,  with  great  editions  and 
emendations;  and  in  tlie  year  1743 
and  1749,  the  third  and  fourth  vol¬ 
umes  of  the  same  work.  These 
productions  gained  him  great  lite¬ 
rary  lame.  To  this  work  he  ob¬ 
tained  the  signature  of  every  crown¬ 
ed  head  in  Europe,  his  liotineta  not 
excepted.’ 

I."f  1749,  he  was  chosen  lecturer 
of  St.  Dunstan’s  in  the  west,  and,  to 
the  eriincution  of  thousands,  lived  to 
go  through  an  entire  commentary 
on  the  Bible  in  his  evening  exer¬ 
cises.  At'that  time  there  was  no 
other  like-minded  with  hin^seif  in  all 
the  established  churches  of  London  ; 
so  that  he  Iiad  to  sustain  the  attacks 
of  pl»arisaicai  and  ecclesiastical  op¬ 
ponents  :  ‘but  lus  blessed  Lord  and 
master  made  him  stand  as  a  braaen 
wall  against  all  opposition,  and  gavo 
him  the  pleasure  of  seeing  nearly 
half  the  churches  in  t»'e  city,  anti 
more  than  half  in  the  Iwrough,  oc¬ 
cupied  in  whole  of  iivpart;  by  mijits- 
ters  who  preach  the  unsearchablo' 
Hches  of  Jesns  Christ.

Jurrasscd  by  i\s  parishoners,  who 
enjja^ed  him  i:i  a  law-suit ;  but  be 
was  at  lengtli  relieved  by  the  vol¬ 
untary  iaterposhion  of  tne  late 
•Bis.iop  of  London  :  who,  remem¬ 
bering  tlie  fami.iaviticsof  their  youth 
at  college,  knowing  him  to  be  a 
man  of  approved  abilities,  of  un¬ 
tainted  morals,  knd  a  warm  advo¬ 
cate  for  the  established  forms  of 
.worship,  could  not  forbear  to  inter¬ 
est  himself  in  his  favor.  Some 
time  after  he  prcaihed  at  VVesl-^ 
niinstcr-criapcl ;  but  was  driven  out 
by  the  Dean  and  Chapter.  Though 
his  stay  here  was  but  a  few  montiis, 
hi'  luliours,  were  blessed  to  Several 

v^cll-kuowii  cuaractei*b  in  London. 
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White,  v/ho  bequeafhed  to  the  lec¬ 
ture  eighteen  pounds  per  annum* 
to  preach  two  sermons  a  week  for  a- 
bout  eight  months  in  the  year. 
Mr.  Rcinainc  held  no  other  situa. 
tion  than  this  in  the  church  for  thS 
space  of  oirteen  years.  In  the  lonjj 
vacation  he  Ireqcently  preached  irt 
the  domestic  chapels  of  the  count* 
ess  of  Huntingdon,  from  whom  also 
ho  received  a  scarf.  In  this  inter* 
val  he  had  otFers  of  living  in  thb 
country  ;  end  was  applied  to  by  tho 
Rev.  Mr.  WhitcSeld,  as  we  har* 
been  informed,  to  resign  Us  lec* 
tureship  for  a  situation  in  America* 
worth  many  htimlreds  a  year ;  bul 
he  deciined  all  these  propos.ds,  not 
scciiig.it  his  duty,  in  the  latter  case* 


•Iw  the  year  I7a3,  he  wrote  an 
answer  to  Dr.  T ur.kcr’s  pamphlet  in 
favor  of  the  Jew-hiii. 

Febrcart  1 1,  17j5,  and  in  the 
41st  of  his  his  age,  he  mari'ie<l  Miss 
Price,  of  Shoreditch,  a  pious  lady  of 
genteel  fortune,  now  his  mournful 
relict.  Only  one  of  his  cildren, 
Dr.  Romaine,  survives  him,  of 
whom  he  said,  to  several  friends  a 
few  days  previous  to  his  death,  cn 
hearing  him  expound  iu  the  fajnliy, 
‘‘  O  what  a  marveilpus  mercy  it  is, 
that  I  should  have  a  son  who  is  the 
Sion  of  Cod  1”  In  the  came  year  he 
•was  chosen  Professor  of  Astrono¬ 
my  in  Gresham  College  ;  but  the 
'  admirers  of  Sir  Isaac  Newton  not 
ndlishing  the  philosophy  of  Mr. 
Hutchinson,  nor.  the  spiritual  re¬ 
marks  with  which  Mr.  Roaiainc’s 
lectures  were  spiced,  soon  deserted 
him,  and  he. resigned.  In  this  year 
also  he  published  several  jingle  sera 
mons,  and  a  volume,  containing  nine 
pH'actical  discourccs  on  the  107th 
Psalm;  and  shortly  after  twelve 
F'nnons  on  the  Song  of  Solomon, 
and  twelve  on  the  I.,aw  and'Gospol.

iiistiufted  by '  tife-  will  ikf-  Dr. 


to  leave  ..the  established  church  ; 
npr,  in  the  former,  to  retire  from 
London,  where  he  was  set  for  the 
defence  of  the  Gospel.  His  senti¬ 
ments  upon  ti.is  subject  may  be  col* 
Iccted  from  the  following  extract  of 
his  letter  :

me  to  some  other  place.  When  he 
would  have  me  to  more,  he  will  let 
me  know  his  will.  Besides,  what 
am  I  ?  What  docs  it  signify 
I  am  ?  A  poor  dumb  dog,  thq  vil^t, 
the  basest,  of  all  the  servants  of  iwy 
Lord.  If  you  could  see  what  is  pass¬ 
ing  for  any  one  hour  in  my  heart, 
you  would  not  think  any  tiling  of 
me  ;  you  would  only  admire  and  ex¬ 
tol  the  riches  of  Jesus’  love.”  In 
another  letter  he  expresses  himself 

i.n  this  language  ;  “  IVould - - 

ht  ’xarth  mu  ccrcptancf  ?  The  worfl’l 
•of  it  doe's  not  come  before  me  ;  but 
lay  master  expects  of  tne.

Every  object  bears 
the  impression  of  the  hand  of  God. 
Every  thing  proclaims  his  exist¬ 
ence,  la  a  language  too  ibrethiy  tor 
fVasoD  to  resist-  Though  millions,
